Bulletin is being distributed, some sixty Americans 
and Canadians will be leaving for India on the Study 
Tour sponsored by the U. S. Committee of the 
I.C.S.W. in connection with the Sixth International 
Conference being held in Madras in December. The 
U. S. Committee has been highly gratified at the 
extent of interest in this country in the Conference. 
It is anticipated that approximately one hundred 
Americans will be in attendance. 


The U. S. working papers for the Madras Con- 
ference, which are the product of the efforts of 
groups of social workers in various parts of the 
country, are now available.

The reorganization of the U. S. Committee has 
now been practically completed. The first meeting 
was held in New York on October 2, and on Janu- 
ary 1, 1953, the Secretariat of the Committee will be 
transferred from the National Conference to the 
National Social Welfare Assembly. George Rabinoff 
will serve as Executive Secretary of the new Com- 
mittee, of which Lester Granger is Chairman.
